Rifkind indicated negotiations 
would be undertaken shortly with 
Manchester and his publishers.

Look’s earlier deadline had led 
to a concentration of negotiations

These paragraphs were the sole I 
reasons for the initiation of her| 
legal action. 

Since every passage of 
sonal nature under contention for| 
several - months - was - either •• de- 
leted by Look, or changed to- her 
satisfaction, Mrs. Kennedy has 
withdrawn her suit.
